Text-Mutt, B : S3. "But first seek ye the kingdom of God *nd 
bis righteousness and all these things shall be added imto you."' 

Oar relation personally to the religion ot" Christ 
is more especially a matter ot lifts and character. 
In our text we have set forth the aim, business, 
and iuclusiveiiess of a tree ami godly life. The 
kingdom of God is the aim of such a lite. We do 
not can; to spend time this morning to discuss 
thiB kingdom in its relation to locality. Its char 
acter is what we wish to consider. We regard 
character ft* paramount to all things else. Some 
people judge character by reputation, that is u 
mistake. Among infidels the kingdom of God has 
anything but a good reputation and yet infidels 
would rather bring up their children (they feel anx- 
ious Ihtt their children should possess good char 
acters) under Christian influences than otherwise. 
The kingdom of God is not meat and drink but 
peace, love, joy in the Holy Ghost." Christ the 
Wad i« called in prophecy "The Prince of peace." 
In .Isaiah 2nd chapter we have this statement as 
to the character of that kingdom "Swords shall be 
beaten into-plow-shares and spears into pruning 
hook-*." And thus was worded the song of the angelic 
choir at the time of our Savior's birth ; "Glory to God 
in the highest on earth peace and good will toward 

men." 

It is therefore a kingdom of peace. Prophecy 
teaches that even the wild beasts shall under its 
sceptre become peacefully inclined. And what is 
more desirable than peace, in the family, in so- 
ciety, in the church? If heaven is only truly 
peace ltd it will pay us to make all required sacri- 
fice-i to get there. I! hell only lacks peace it will 
pay to live a consecrated life to Christ to keep out 
of it. A noble aim indeed to aim for ixsace— peace 
internally — peace eternally. 

Another quality of character this kingdom pos- 
sesses ia love. Love to God and man, pure, un- 
selfish, practical love. Love "indeed and in truth," 
even such love as brought Christ into the world 
to save sinners. Self sacrificing love, a love that 
seeks the good only. 

Joy is another characteristic of that kingdom. 
The prophet Nehemiah said, "The joy of the Lord 
is my strength." Even such a great and noble 
mind as that of President Garfield found great 
comfort in that truth while terribly suffering upon 
his death bed. A friend inquired as to his strength 
and the reply came, "The joy of the Lord is my 
Strength." What nobler aspirations could we pos- 
sibly possess than such as aim for true peace, love 
and" such joy.

We 
may not be able to reach very high intellectually, 
but thank God the most unlearned of us can at- 
tain as high in Christian goodness as the most de- 
veloped. 

There is an issue before us. We are creatures 
of choice. We can choose life and live or death 
and die, God has no pleasure in the death of sin- 
ners hence has placed before me life as well as 
death. I like the way Sam Jones said he would 
use that faculty in case an issue presented itself 
(or his decision. He said, "I would just slip up 
to the ear of God and I would ask. G<jd on which

This truth 
lies embodied in the inclusiveness of our text. "All 
these things shall he added unto you." In the 
foregoing ot the chapter in which our text is found 
the Savior makes reference to the concern that 
men have in regard to the temporal things of this 
life then urges obedience to God and trust toward 
him as to the consequences.

The offer is so full of kindness, the terms so easy 
and reasonable that 1 should shrink from the aw- 
ful responsibility of lessening the terrible sentence, 
pronounced upon those who accepted it not. Let 
u* show our confidence in his wisdom by taking 
him at his word, instead of paving and smoothing 
the mad tor the ungodly by advancing the idea 
that everlasting punishment is improbable. 

None will be doomed to eternal punishment, un 
less they have slighted the great sacrifice ; and 
then w have no right to screen them from the 
penalty of the law. What does a law amount W 
without a penafcj 3? The law with its attendant 
promises and penalties was issued by the same 
great Law Giver.

Wronffs Never Outlaw. 

There is nothing more unwelcome to a wrong- 
doer than to be reminded of the wrongs which he 
has done. Having carried bis point, accomplished 
his purpose, and done his worst to ruin, defraud, 
crush or destroy the object of his dislike, he is 
suddenly possessed with a great desire for peace 
and quiet ; he does not wish to be reminded of bis 
iniquities, and kept in a constant broil ; he desires 
that bygones may be bygom-s ; that everything 
may be dropped, leaving him to hold on to every- 
thing ; and that all things may be peaceable and 
lovely, and that the fellowship may bo sweet and 
unbroken without repentance, reformation or 
reparation. 

Such men forget that wrongs never outlaw, and 
that nothing is ever settled until it is settled right ; 
and that over- looking, dropping or forgetting a 
wrong thing does not heal, remedy, or rectify it. 
Bight is right, and any man, or set association of 
men, who have been instrumental in inflicting 
wrongs upon others, have simply to confess their 
wrongs, undo them, rectify them, and make con- 
fession and satisfaction to "those whom they have 

in uj red. 

It may be a hard thing to do this, but it will be 
harder not to do it ; it may be very trying to 
acknowledge wrong and correct it; it will be very 
much more trying to meet it in the great day ot ac- 
counts. It may be pleasant to have persons who 
are injured, defrauded ot their rights, and out- 
raged in various ways, accept it all in the spirit of 
meekness, and allow the perpetrators of the out- 
rages to pass unchallenged, and profess great piety 
and sanctity, until they find opportunity to im- 
pose upon others and inflict wrongs upon them ; 
but this does not make such things right, and until 
things are made right, there is no permanent pros- 
perity, no divine blessing to be expected. 

Let the men who have done wrong make things 
right. Let them like Zaccheua restore fourfold; 
let him who hath stolen steal no more ; let the 
man who has invented and peddled falsehoods, 
take them back and confess them ; let the associa- 
ted bodies who have establised iniquity by law and 
votes, repent of their wrong doings and make them 
right, and then they may with some degree of 
confidence seek the Lord who hates iniquity, and 
expect His blessing to come upon them. ^
